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Provided that if the deposit is made by means of a cheque or a demand draft, the pass book shall be 
given to the depositor only on the date of deposit after encashment of the cheque or demand draft as 
provided under sub-rule (2) of rule 5. 

(2) The depositor availing of the facility of credit of interest in savings account under sub-rule (4) of rule 
1, shall present the pass book to the deposit office at least once in a year for completion of entries. 

(3) The depositor not availing of the facility of credit of Interest in savings account under sub-rule 4 of 
rule 7, shall present the pass book to the deposit office at the time of collecting interest every quarter. 

(4) In case of original pass book being lost, or mutilated or damaged, a duplicate pass book may be 
issued on payment of a fee of rupees ten in case of issue of first duplicate pass book and rupees twenty 
in case of any subsequent issue, on a simple application on plain paper. The issue of duplicate pass 
book(s) shall be noted by the deposit office in its office records including the ledger folio bearing 
particulars of the account. 

( 5 ) In case the lost pass book is found after issue of a duplicate pass book, It shall not be treated as 
valid for any purpose and shall be surrendered immediately to the deposit office who shall destroy the 
same immediately in presence of the depositor.

12. Account opened in contravention of rules:- Whenever it comes to notice that an account has 
been opened in contravention of these rules, the account shall be closed immediately and the deposit 
in the account, after deduction of the interest, if any, paid on such deposit, shall be refunded to the 
depositor. 

13. Deposits by Non-Resident Indians(NRIs) and Hindu Undivided Families (HUF):- 

(1) The Non Resident Indians are not eligible to open an account under these rules: 

Provided that if a depositor who subsequently becomes a Non-Resident Indian during the currency of 
the account under these rules, the account may continue till its maturity on a non-repatriation basis 
and the account shall be marked as a Non-Resident account: 

Provided further that the account continued under the above proviso, shall not be extended for any 
further period as provided under sub-rule (3) of rule 4. 

(2) Hindu Undivided Family is also not eligible to open an account under these rules. 

14. Power to relax:- Where the Central Government is satisfied that the operation of any of the 
provisions of these rules, causes undue hardship to the depositor, it may, by order, for reasons to be 
recorded in writing, relax the requirements of that provision in a manner not inconsistent with the 
provisions of the Act.
